England’s Loyalty Aroused to 
the Highest Enthusiasm. 


The Queen’s Reign of Half a Cent- 
ury Celebrated To-Day. 


A Gorgeous and Magnificent 
Pageant in the Streets 
of London. 


Visiting Royalty Escort England’s Queen 
to Westminster Abbey. 


Thoroughfares Along the Route of the Pro- 
cession Packed With Spectators—Elabo- 
rate Decoration of Public and Private 
Buildings—The Queen Enthusiastically 
Cheered by the Joyous Populace—Princes 
Form the Bedy-Guard of the Royal 
Party—A Brilliant Assemblage at the 
Abbey — The Somber Edifice Presents 
Scenes of Gayety—Services at Westmin- 
ster—England’s Sovereign Overwhelmed 
With Congratulations—Liberal- Unionists 
to Be Elevated to the Peerage—The Cele- 
bration in New York. 


Special Cablegram to the Post- h. 

Lonpon, June 2]1.—London is thronged, 
packed and jammed. There never was a 
greater crowd in this city. Every Rotel has 
turned away hundreds of guests. If the 
crowd is so great as it is twenty-four hours in 
advance of the actual procession what will 
it be when the Queen actually begius to move 
tothe Abbey? Everyone has made caicula- 
tions to be at his post this morning at 8 
o’clock. A number of guests of the Abbey will 
be on hand at5 a.m. In Cockspur street, in 
front of the WORLD and PosT-DISPATCH office 
yesterday afternoon, the carriages were six 
abreast on each side of the street. The deco- 
rations throughout the city are very general. 
Stars, crosses and crowns ornament every 
building along the line of march. In front of 
the Mansion House in the clty~the crowd w 
the greatest of the evening. There it was 
impossible to fight one’s way through, even 
with the aid of the police. 

THE DECORATIONS. 

The decorations of the Mansion House, 
Royal Exchange and Bank of England are the 
handsomest in the city. There will be fully 
from 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 of people on the 
streets to-day. How they are to be handled 18 
now the problem. Very stringent police or- 
ders were issued yesterday forbidding wagons 
to go but one way on the streets. In addition 
to the great crowd which London naturally 
provides it is r-ughly estimated that there are 
at least a quarter of a million of visitors from 
torelan countries here. Seats have reached 
the phenomenally high price of 10 guineas. 

GUARDING AGAINST DYNAMITE GUTRAGES. 

The police are very vigilant in guarding 
against any possible dynamite outrages. There 
have been vague reports that some of the dy- 
namiters propose t@é make use of the day fora 
demonstration, but it is hardiy possible. 
There are extra police in reserve all over the 
town. Detectives swarm in every direction 
where the least susicion has pointed. At the 
slightest sign of any demonstration of a dis- 
loyal character arrests will be made. In the 
loyal temper of the great crowd which throngs 
the city to-day there would be found plenty of 
material for a lynching committee if any one 
should be found wild enough or insane enough 
to sek to make an attack upon the Queen, 

THE QUEEN. 

Isaw the Queen yesterday afternoon when 
she arrived at Paddington station. There was 
not a very large crowd present, as the exact 
hour of her arrival was not known. She was 
dressed in black witha small black bonnet 
perched up high on her thick iron-grayghair. 
She was looking very happy and contented. 
Her lap was filled with flowers. She smiled 
and bowed right and left, as if she was on the 
eveofthe happiest day of herlife. At her 
right sat Princess Beatrice, and Prince Henry 
of Battenberg faced them. The Queen was 
escorted by asmall detachment of the Horse 
Guards to the Buckingham Palace, where the 
greater part ofthe royal guests are stopping. 


BRITAIN’S GREATEST HOLIDAY, 


Auspicious Opening of the Queen’s Jubilee— 
The Services at Westminster. 


Lonpow, June 21.—The first day of the fifty- 
first year of the reign of Queen Vic- 
toria over Great Britain opened with 
perfect summer weather in London. 
A lovelier day could not bave been de- 
sired for the celebration of Her Majesty’s jubi- 
lee. The sun shone bright, the air 
was clear and not very warm, and a gen- 
tle breeze blew steadily. The crowds scat- 
tered over the city unprecedented in numbers 
and size. Thousands of people who yesterday 
selected locations along the route of to-day’s 
procession in order to retain them occupied 
them all night, and many used camp-stools or 


poured constantly all night until dawn 
through the city from all d towards 
West End. Ats o’clock this 


every | 


sonages to do honor to England’s Queen on 
Brituin’s greatest holiday. There never, prob- 

abiy, in modern times assembled under one 
roof an audience so well and so brilliantly 
arrayed. Every man present entitied to wear 

auniform or decoration had both on, new or 

burnished up. When this audience was 

all seated the scene presented was incompara- 

bie. Whenthe sun shone brightly through 
the noble stained windows of the Abbey its 

rays fellupon an unaccustomed sight and the 
picture was indescribable. This audience, 

banked up as it was in church, was anything 
butsomber. Forawhile when all were seated 

there was quiet, but this was only temporary. 
and lasted only long enough to enable the peo- 

ple to locate one another. Then there was the 
life of recognition and of gossip and it gradu- 
ated rapidly into a noisy hum. 

A FASCINATING SCENE. 

This was startling to a person who entered 
suddenly, considering the place and who 
were buried there, buttbe stranger was soon 
fascinated and himself added to what had 
struck bim as desecration. Busy and inter- 
ested as were the people making this trrever- 
ent congregation, some personages entgred 
the Abbey strong enough to comniles general 
attention» and recognition. When the 
Marquis of Salisbury, the Queen’s 
Prime Minister, entered and proceeded 
to the place set apart for him, he was cheered. 
When Mr. Gladstone was observed quietly 
edging bis way to his seat he was also chevred. 
Such was the eagerness of those who had as- 
sured places in the audience at Westminster 
to be on hand that scores of lords and ladies 
repaired to the edifice at unnecessarily early 
hours and, as many of them admitted, with- 
out having partaken of any breakfast. It was 
astrange sight to see flasks and sandwiches 


by numberless aristocrats, unable longer to 
withstand hunger or thirst. This business, 
when added to the hum, at times seemed 
irreverent, even on jubilee Day, in West- 
minster, 
THE LINE OF THE PROCESSION 
from Buckingham Palace to Westminster 
Abbey was as follows: From the palace por- 
tals along Constitution Hill, Piccadilly, Regent 
street Waterloo place, Pall Mall, East Cock- 
spur street, Northumberland avenue, Thames 
embankment, Bridge street to the Ab- 
bey. The line of route was 
kept by nearly 10,000 troops, represent- 
ing all branches of the service, and in addition 
600 boys from Naval training ships were drawn 
up atthe base of the Nelson moaument. In 
addition to the military many thousands of 
police, both mounted and on foot, were on 
duty under the command of Sir Charles War- 
ren.

CLOSED ITS DOORS. 


THE GOVERNMENT TAKES CHARGE OF THE 
FIDELITY NATIONAL BANK. 


pension ot the Institution— The Bank 


Directors Have a Cogference With the 
National Bank Examiner —A Receiver 
Appointed — The Bank Involved in the 
Great Wheat Break. 


CINCINNATI, O., June %21.—The Fidelity Na- 
tional Bank was closed this morning by order 
of the Government through its representative, 
Mr. Eugene Powell. A meeting of the Board 
of Directors was called at 7 this morn- 
ing and is now in session... No means 
of ascertaining their action exists. 
The doors of the bank are closed, 
and policemen within and without guard 
the entrance against everybody except 
persons having business with the safe deposit 
department of the bank. The sidewalks are 
lined with people in the vicinity, who are 
quietiy discussing the situation, with- 
out even knowing that a Govern- 
ment Bank Examiner has been here, or 


that the doors are closed by Government au- 
thority. No notice has been posted and the only 
information given at the door is that the 
doors are absolutely closed to every- 
body except persons having property in the 
safe deposit vaults. One irate depositor ers- 
ated a scene by forcing himself halt way into 
the door, where he received a heavy bi wein 
the face from some onc inside, and was finally 
TAKEN AWAY BY THE OFFICERS. 

He said he left his money and his bank- book 
inthere yesterday and he wanted, at least, 
his book. Nothing at all is known yet of the 
action of reorganization, as suggested, by 
leaving out the three officers named 
these dispatches last night. It 
be the duty of the directors to make 
this change if it is made at all. 
One of the officials of the dank this 
morning assured a friend who had entrance to 
the safe deposit vaults that the bank would 

ay every dollar itowed. The general feeling 
ces been that the bank is strong enough, buta 
feeling of mistrust has become engendered 
from various causes against a few of the offi- 
cers. 

The Commercial Gazette in an editorial thus 
refers to this feeling: ‘‘Cincinnati is finan- 
clally very sound. Ifany of our moneyed in- 
stitutions have been involved in speculations, 
it is only necessary to eliminate the specula- 
tive element and proceed under safe condi- 
tions. There is nothing to justify apprehen- 
sion, and such disturbance as gossips may 
promote but cannot remedy.’’ 

LATER—It is now stated that the Directors 
have determined upon the appointment of a 
receiver to take charge of the business, and 
an effort is being made to Obtain one. Mr, 
Griffiths of the Citizens’ National has been 
suggested, but it is thought he will aot accept. 

A RECEIVER APPOINTED. 


11:30 a. m.—The directors’ meeting is over, 
but the doors still remain impassable, being 
guarded bya doorkeeper and a policeman 
within and several policemen on the outside.

Be- 
sides this, many banks have kept their checks 
out ot the clearing-house as a favor. There 
are numerous rumors afloat con- 
cerning the cause of the action of the bank 
examiner. Vice President Harper, who has 
borne a heavy strain for the past week. is 
much distressed this mor ning—calis himself a 
ruined man, and is in a high state of excite- 
ment.

Cincinnati, O., as an insolvent institution. No 
particulars are given. 

Comptroller Trenholm says that it is not 
likely that the exact condition of the band 
can be ascertained inside of two weeks. 
He said: Rumors about this bank 
in connection with the collapse 
of the wheat corner in Chicago have been 
widely published and fora week pastthe bank 
examiner has been either in Cincinnati or 
within easy reach of it under instructions ot 
watch the situation closely without doing 
anything to attract attention or to discredit 
the bank, but be ready to step in upon appear- 
ances justifying intervention. On the 
16th inst. I wrote a letter to the Fidelity 
Bank, which was posted in time for the 
8:15 o’clock train of that day, in which I 
asked tor a candid statement as to the 
bank’s condition and complications. I also 
offered, if so requested by telegraph, to send 
to the assistance of the directors an peri- 
enced and able examiner. from one 
of the Eastern cities. The request 
was not made and the answer by 
letter, dated the 18th inst., indicated a confi- 
dent opinion on the part of the managers of 
the bank that they would be able to go 
through all right. That is all I Know about the 
situation at present. 

It was subsequently ascertained that the 
liabilities of the bank, exclusive of capital 
stock, are about $5,500,000. The individual 
deposits are about $2,500,000.

The warrant was 
given to Sheriff Ragland and be went at once 
to the National Stock Yards at East St. Louis, 
where Little has an office, and he expected he 
would be able ¢> find him. ttle was 
in his office when the Sheriff arrived and was 
placed under arrest. He was brought to Belile- 
Ville at noon and taken before Squire Guentz 
who fixed his bond at $500 and set the exami- 
nation for Saturday at 2 o’clock. Little had 
no trouble in securiug the bond immediately 
aud was released. 
THE CARE. 

It was about a mouth avo that Mrs. Little be- 
gan sult in the Circuit Court for divorce. She 
alleged that her husband had been associating 
with lewd women and had negiected 
her. Little filed an answer, in 
which he admitted the charges made 
by his wife, but alleged that she had been un- 
faithful to him. The case was to have been tried 
last Saturday, but before it was called Little 
withdrew his answer and Mrs. Little was grant- 
edadivorce by default. Her application for 
alimony was heard before Judge Snyder yes- 
terday, and she was allowed $25 a month and 
given the right to take the name of her former 
husband, Andrew T. Begole. 

Mrs. Little is a very handsome woman about 
85 years of age, and is the daughter of the late 
isaac Scott, who was one of the 
wealthiest and most respected farmers 
of the county. William Little is 
a prominent cattle dealer at the 
National Stock Yards, and has always been 
well thought of. When he was brought to 
Belleville to-day he was asked by a Post- Dis- 
PATOH reporter whether he wished to make 
any statement, but refused to say anything in 
extenuation of his action.

A TERRIFIC SQUALL. 


Sinking ofthe Steam Barge P. H. Walters— 
Eight Lives Lost. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 21.—The steam barge, 
P. H. Walters, a 197-ton vessel owned by John 
Homeguardner of Sandusky, was sunk in a 
storm off Black River, Ohio, about 7 o’clook 
last evening, and eight lives were lost.

THE CAB MUDDLE, 


Independent Cab and Coupe Owners Propose 
a Way Out. 


The independent coupe and cab owners, at 
whose solicitation the private stands were 
abolished by Acting-Mayor Allen, were 
somewhat surprised to learn of dAct- 
ing-Mayor Bannerman’s action in re- 


establishing the stands. They have 
resolved to attack the question of private 
stands ina new way. Delegates Clark and 
Monahan, acting in their interests, are having 
a bill drafted to abolish private stands and to 
establish some three or four public stands for 
hacks, coupes and cabs. ‘‘The present sys- 
tem,’’ said Louis Knorr, one of ‘the independ- 
ent cab owners, is a very bad one. The St. 
Louis Hansom Cab Company have secured a 
monopoly of all the really = stands in the 
city. We have afew private stands, but we 
believe they are nuisances and want them 
abolished. What we are for is three or four 
public stands where our cabs and coupes can 
stand, and where the Hansom Cab Company 
will have to stand also. Have you seen how it 
is at the Southern Hotel, Cabsand 2 are 
continually circling around that house 
and make a big nuisance which we d 
be glad to avoid. The Hansom Cab Compan 
represented to Mr. Bannerman that they h 
$160,000 invested. We have $250,000 inves in 
our business. I speak for 95 of the 125 
in the city. The St. Louis 
mpany own but 80 cabs or

“TRAVER'S HOUSE.” 


SUCCESSFUL PRODUCTION OF ANEW MELO- 
DRAMA IN NEW YORK. 


A Piay That Promises to Rival ‘Jim, the 
Penman’’—The Author’s Identity Bidder 
Under an Assumed Name—Local Amuse- 
ments—‘‘Pinafore” Scores a 8 at 
Uhrig’s Cave—Opening ef the Paragon 
Favilion— Notes.

New YORK, June 21.— Travers House, a 
melodrama announced on the bills as written 
by ‘‘Nemo,’’ was produced for the first time 
last night at Niblo’s. The universal verdict 
upon it by the large audience present 
was that it is equal in merit to ‘‘Jim, 
the Penman,’’ and is certainly, if 
we leave out comparison with Sir 
Charles Young's play, the best melodrama 
that has been seen on the New York stage this 
year. More than anytbing else it may be com- 
pared in general effectiveness to ‘‘Forget Me 
Not. True the dialogue is not quite so brill- 
lant asin Merivale’s work, but its situations 
are more complicated, its climaxes stronger, 
and its general human interest deeper. It is 
seldom indeed, that a New York audience has 
had the pleasure of sitting out a melodrama 
that could so«wivet one’s attention from 
beginning to end, in which one is compelled to 
give so absorbing an interest in the develop- 
ment of the piot, and in which the thrills that 
involuntarily creep up the backbone and 
finally extend to the head and make the hair 
fee] like the quills of the Shaksperian fretful 
porcupine are called on so often for 
duty as in Travers House. Travers 
House’’ is in six acts and a pro- 
logue. The latter puts the audience at once 
into possession of the facts of the case. A 
young English nobleman, Reginald Travers, 
traveling in Italy bas fallen in love with a 
beautiful Italian girl, who is discovered dying 
in ber humble home, cared for by her moth- 
er. Though wronged, she believes that the 
young nobleman will return, and he does so, 
and does all in his power to repair 
the past by marrying her on der 
death bed, while the music plays 
the wedding-march from Lohengrin. The 
succeeding acts take place seventeen years 
later at the Travers House, whither 
Sir Reginald is about. bringing home a 
bride, alleged to be the widow of a 


French nobleman. They are received by 
Valerie Torian!, who passes as Sir Reginald’s 
ward, but isin reality his daughter and heir- 
ess. The new — ravers’ characteris re- 
vealed crudely, perhaps, in a scene of striking 

ly sensational and effective character. A 
burglar enters the apartment and is about to 
escape with his epoiis when he is confronted 
by the new lady atthe house, who recognizes 
in him her busband. Then follow sensational 
episodes upon sensational episodes. Sir 
Reginald comes into the room and discovers 
the attempted burglary and the twain. Quick- 
witted Lady Gertrude explains the 
situation by saying that the man is 
her own brother whose life has been a constant 
threat and disgrace to her. She falls on her 
knees to ask her husband's pardon, which she 
would doubtless bave received bad not the 
presumed burgiarin an excess of emotional 
thanks called her by the name under which 
she had been his dear Nell. Then the awful 
imposition is revealed to the husband, who 
grapples with the intruder, and in a contest is 
murdered. In the succeeding acts the advent- 
urer and his wife are in the possession of 
Travers House and the drama of justice 
against villainy is worked out with absorbing 
interest and wonderfully surprising, yet 
natural, situations to the end. It is unfortun- 

ately impossible to give details of the scenes 
that make up the rest of the play, to describe 
the utter depravity yet admirable skill in 
which the villain, now W in wealth with 
his sister, plays his part. The eager interest 
with which the audience followsthe tightening 
of the coil that is skillfully wound around the 
guilty couple by Elliott Adair isa just tribute 


to the excellence of the play 


Travers House“ ought to have a great * 
cess, not — on the road, but in this wg .

KINGS, QUEENS, PRINCES AND PRINCESSES 
AT THE WILD WEST SHOW. 


The Prince of Wales Escorts Four Kings and 
a Number of Princes to Buffalo Bill’s Per- 
formance — Royalty on the Deadwood 
Coach—The American Scqut’s Private Au- 
dience With His Distinguished Guests.

LONDON, June 21.—The royalties who now 
swarm London and who have assembled here 
in greater numbers than ever before in any 
one place in Europe apparently take more in- 
terest in the Wild West show than in the jubi- 
lee performance. The Queen of Belgium said 
to one of the English gentiemen who called on 
her yesterday that she had come to London 
not all on account of the jubilee, but that she 
came here because she was dying to see the 
Wild West performance. There was a private 
exhibition given yesterday morning by Butf- 
falo Bill and his men for the bene- 
fit of visiting royalties. he general 
public was not admitted. Judging by the 
interest displayed by the twenty guests invited 
by the Prince of Wales it is very evident that 
Oody could go through Europe and command 
the same attention for his performance that 
bas been obtained in London.
